I employ two 
uprigEt stakes or pOles of any suitable 
height having spikes, plates, or shoes for 
fixing to the ^ound or floor, with giiy 
rojpes and pegs to hold same firmly. Two 

16 wires,- cords or the like are brought down 
from the top of the stakes or posts con- 
verging to any distance, and secured at 
their extremities to pins fixed in ground 
or floor. A golf ball attached to any 

20 desired length of cord, wire, or the like 
having loops or rings at its extremities 



is so arranged with a cross member of 
cord, wire, or the like having two loops 
or rings so that the said loops or rings 
run up or down the wires or cords fixed 
to the stakes or posts. The length of the 
said cord is determined by the widtb at 
which the stakes or posts are set apart. 
It will thus be seen that while the trans- 
verse cord runs in the direction of the 
two posts or stakes until arrested by the 
converging wires or cords connected 
thereto because of the predetermined 
length of the transverse cord, the ball 
has free movement along the transverse 
cord on account of the ring attached to 
its cord which travels along the trans- 
verse cord and gives the operator the true 
direction in which the baU would have 
travelled had it been free.

A full weight golf ball may 
he employed and in fact ordinary golf 
balls as used on the course may be pierced 
or pi*Qvided with an eye. or the like for 65 
anchoiing to the device. The direction 
and approximate extent of feght of the 
ball is always known and the. "nature oi - 
the gi-ound whether even or uneven . is : 
immaterial. The length and divergence .'70 
of the track wires may be chosen to suit I 
playing spaces of widely varying* dimen- 
.sioas. The ball may be teed en a loati •- 
if desired. For a considerabte'dMahce 
fi'om tlie point of impact of the ball the 75 
latter travels quite imimpeded and the 
player therefore experiences all the condi- 
tions of actual play in the practising of 
iis strokes: There is not undue strain 
on any one part of the device. 80 

Although I have used the term golf 
•practising device I intend this term to 
include an amusement device generally - 
of the character described as it . offers 
amusement and exercise apart from 85 
improving a golf er^s skill. 

Having now particularly described and , 
ascertained the nature of my said inven- 
tion and in what manner the same is 
to be performed, I declare that what I 9l> 
claim is: — r 

1. A golf pi'actising device wherein the 
baU iH slidably anchored to a flight brak- 
ing track anchored to the ground. 

2. ^ A golf practising device comprising 95 
a track composed of two .diverging wires 

or cords -and a ball' anchored to said track 
by a slidable connection. 

3. A golf practising device as claimed 

in Claim 2 in which the baU is connected 100 
to one end of a wire ar cord the other end 
of which is slidably connected to a trans- 
veMe wire- or cord constituting the slid- 
able connection between the track wires 
or cords. 105 

- 4. A golf practising device having its 
paits airanged and adapted to oj»erate 
substantially as hereinbefore ' described 
with reference to the accoinpanyiitg 
drawing for the purpose specified,- 110
